WASHINGTON, April 
27. — Coxey

Not since the opening days of the re- 
•bclliou have the people here been so 
Imdlv frightened. Were the predatory 
gangs headed that way confined to the 
"arniy that tramped over the moun- 
tains, the whole "business might be 
looked upon as a huge joke; but the 
thing is getting- serious. Apprehen- 
sion lias entered the inner circles of 
the administration, and it can be stated 
on good authority that the president 
and his cabinet view the prospect with 
very grave doubt 
It is stated officially that the Federal 


troops will not be brought upon the 
scene until the local authorities have 
exhausted their own strength. 
This 


may be true to the letter. But it is al- 
so true that the local and national au- 
thorities have after 'several prolonged 
conferences come to a. perfect under- 
standing, and there will be no time 
lost in securing the aid of Federal 
troops when Federal troops are needed. 
There will be no red tape — at least not 
till the military are on the scene of 
action. The troops will be held in 
readiness for action. 


Heports received at 
headquarters 


show that there are up to the present 
time nearly seven thousand common- 
wealers headed fdr Washington. 


The concensus of opinion in the sen- 


ate is that the local authorities should 
follow the advice of the war depart 
ment.

Game* Flayed Thursday. 
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Has a Very Had Scare—An Infernal 


chine In Ills Mail. 


COIAJMBUB, O., April 27.—President 


John McBride received an infernal 
machine in his mail, Thursday morn- 
ing. 
Externally it seemed to be an 


ordinary pamphlet, was wrapped in an 
extra heavy manilla mailing cover, 
and was addressed to "President John 
McUride, of the United JlinR Workers' 
union, special, Columbus, 0." , 


President Mcliride opened it himself. 


Its character was instantly revealed, 
though it did not explode, and natural- 
ly he was much alarmed. It consisted 
of a pamphlet -about ten inches long 
and six wide, folded in the middle 
lengthwise. The space between the 
bent covers held the explosives, while 
the apparatus for ignition was on the 
outer flexure of the cover and in u mor- 
tise running through to the muga/.hie 
inside. 


A match with its head held lirmly 


down upon a piece of sandpaper, was 
fastened by a string at the other end 
to the wrapper, so that when the latter 
was removed the match would be light- 
ed by friction on the sandpaper. It is 
a miracle that it did not ignite. The 
string broke. It was a light sewing 
thread and not strong enough. 


Within the bent cover of the pam- 


phlet was a small puper bag, contain- 
ing some explosive, it is thought, while 
all about this was.guucotton and gun- 
powder. President MuBride says he 
opened it carelessly with his paper 
kn4fe, 
and that it : did

ex- 


plode was certainly not due to any 
care 
in 
removing the 
wrapper,

package over to the police, with the 
request that its character be estab- 
lished, and has also notified Postmaster 
Senter. 
The pamphlet seems to be a 


publication made in Pennsylvania, but 
as its title page is turned in, this can 
not be clearly made out 
Of course, 


mail matter of this kind boars no post- 
mark, and there is no way of telling 
where it came from. 


The pamphlet used in the infernal 


machine is the report of the normal 
school at Clarion, Pa., for the year 1803- 
04. 
It is also discovered that a second 


magazine is formed by a mortise in the 
back of the pamphlet. A piece of pu- 
per is pasted over this, but it can be 
felt that it is packed with some hard 
substance.

varning to commit no violence. The 
ngineer was placed under cover of 
illes and ordered to leave thu cab, when 
mldciily ten or a dozen rifles were dis- 
charged. 
The Coxeyits charged and 


he marshals retreated" under fire. 
'Kill them! Hang them!" shouted the 
Coxeyitcs, who saw one of their crowd 
on top of the train with blood stream- 
ng from a wound in his foruhead. Sev- 
eral deputies were - followed by the 
crowd, hurling stones and hitting sev- 
eral of the deputies, who were driven 
aack to the train, narrowly escaping 
with 
their 
lives. 
The Coxeyitcs 


smashed the captured riiles in pieces 
over the railroad tracks. 
The action 


of the 
marshals in shooting into 


the crowd is severely condemned. One 
citizen was shot thvoujjh the lung but 
will recover. There were no fatalities.

New Jersey miners 
huve little reason to fear fire, or over- 
powering gases, and their chief danger 
exists in the handling of explosives, 
in occasional rockfalls; and in awk- 
ward slips and plunges. down shafts^ 
More deaths occur from falling down - 
shafts than from any other causes. 


In a few mines in this state the shafts 


are vertical aud bucket hoists are used, 
but in most of them access is made by 
slopes and the ore is hauled out in 
small cars.

up lo 81-87)4. 
In 1804 the pay rose- 


steadily a quarter at H, jump until April, 
1805, the high rate of $2.50 a day was 
being paid. 
Then flour was nearly $9 


a barrel, but when it jumped to $10.75 
n, barrel, in 1807, miners' wages had 
been cut to 81.SO and 81.05. These fig- 
ures stood until the summer of 1873, - 
when they rose to 32 again, but the 
panic of that year knocked them down 
to SI.75, and there was a steady decline 
to 00 cents a day, which was reached 
in April, 1877. The wages advanced 
steadily itntilSS was again paid in 1880, 
and dropped by degrees to jl in 1886. 
Since then most of tho mines have 
been paying 81.25 to men and boys 
alike. One mine, the Mount Pleasant, 
near Dover, works its nieri ' in -three 
shifts of eight h6urs each and.pays 
them 81.25 a day. 
It is spoken of as 


one of the best mines to work in in the 
east and has an unusually intelligent , 
•force of men. 


Tho iron miner finds Httle joy in 


life, being poked away in a damp and 
unwholesome tunnel in the bowels of 
the earth, with' no light but the little 
oil lamp dangKng from the front of 
his cap, and -supplied with, air through 
a rubber hose, which in some cases 
operates the drills. The fitful gleam 
of the many lamps, the chugging of 
the drills, occasional dull detonations 
when blasts are fired, the reeking 
walls of ore and rook and the..dull 
throbbing of the big pumps make the 
surroundings as dismal and depressing 
as tlie imagination can conceive of, bnt 
here hundreds of men toil patiently for 
SI.25 a day, and at times for 90 cents, 
and perhaps some of them think that 
they are getting all out of life that 
there is in it for them. 


In their hours of rest from toil they 


sleep, visit the store, talk to neighbors, 
or, perhaps, till a bit of garden if they 
are lucky enough to have anythingbut 
bnre rock in the neighborhood of the 
home cabin. They know from statistics 
which have been furnished by the 
state that the trade life of a miner is 
short, and that their 
employment 


makes old men of them before their 
time. Loss of energy will corce upon 
him before he is fifty years old if he 
escapes chronic rheumatism, consump- 
tion or throat troubles, which are the 
natural outcome of exposure to the 
damp and unhealthy surroundings of 
the miner during two-thirds of his 
working life.

Cbxrxners. 


A monarch among poisonous snakes 


is the enormous hamadryas, which 
grows to be as much as fourteen feet in 
length, and is so fierce that it will 
sometimes attack and even chase any- 
one who ventures near to its nest Na- 
tive snake charmers, who will handle 
the fiercest cobras fearlessly, are, ac- 
cording to a writer in JlcClure's Maga- 
zine, usually loth to touch a hama- 
dryas, though I have occasionally seen 
a large specimen .of this reptile in 
their hags. It lays its eggs in a heap 
of decaying leaves, which it collects 
for the purpose, and sits upon the top 
to keep oS intruders. A road through 
the jungle will sometimes be closed 
against all comers by a pair of these 
snakes, and woe betide the unfortu-, 
nate traveler who stumbles unawares 
upon the nest. The hamadryas feeds 
largely upon other snakes, but it is 
fortunately somewhat rare. Curiously 
enough, it is not always aggressive. 
Indeed, it sometimes happens that it is 
quite unwilling to strike. Superficial- 
ly, it is not unlike a harmless rock 
snake; and not very long ago, in Bur- 
mah. a man brought one in from the 
jungle and kept it loose in his house 
for some days, under the impression 
that it was one of these creatures. 
During .the whole of its captivity it 
ucvcr attempted to bite anyone, and 
its eaptor, who had been familiarly 
pulling it about by the tail, was only 
apprised o£ his mistake by a forest 
oflicer who happened to turn up and 
who knew a good deal about snakes. 
It is easy to imagine the haste with 
which the amateur snake charmer pro- 
ceeded to dispose of his captive.

It is conceded more and 
more that there is a large measure of 
purchasing ability among the commu- 
nity at large: and th;it naturally leads 
to the inference that, when this long 
protracted restraint upon both produc- 
tion and marketing is withdrawn, there 
must be a very sharp rebound of activ- 
ity in order to recruit the supplies that 
have been subjected to a 12-months 
curtailment, ranging- between i."> and 40 
per cent"

Electric lights, with their clear, clean 


and odorless ilhiruirmtion, electric bells 
and annunciators are by no means all 
the uses to which ingenuity has adapt- 
ed electricity for the household. Therp. 
are houses in which every bedroom, 
closet, storeroom, etc., is lighted by a 
Inmp which lights itself automatically 
whenevcrthe door is opened and which 
shuts itself oft whenever the door is 
closed from the outside. Lights in a 
barn can be controlled from a house. 
There are electric lamps which at will 
can be operated either at full candle 
power or at much 
reduced power. 


Electric power is being used for oper- 
ating elevators in residences: Other 
appliances of tb« -power in residences 
are the operation of dumb waiters, ven- 
tilating fans, icecream freezers, etc. 
The adaptation of electricity to heat- 
ing is making rapid progress, but at 
present it can "be used more economic- 
ally than coal only when it is generated 
from water power. Thus far the heat- 
ing of large spaces by electricity is an 
expensive luxury. Electric cooking is 
economical, and, of course, much pre- 
ferred to any other method. All sorts 
of electric cooking utensils are now in 
the market. These devices and ar- 
rangements are generally known, but 
thus fur scarcely any residences have 
them nil. In a few years, except as to 
electric heating apparatus, they will 
be generally introduced when build- 
ings are constructed. 
They will make 


domestic labor lighter and more pleas- 
ant, and will do away with, even in 
isolated 
and" rural quarters, much 


drudgery that now falls upon the house- 
wife.

land at its best is bad. Take a look 
any day at the press of Dublin, Belfast, 
Cork, if you woitld realize what a de- 
scent there has been from the level of 
John Mitchell's knd Thomas Davis' 
time. As for literature, it has practic- 
ally perished from the-land. Any Lon- 
don publisher will tell you that, of an 
edition of two thousand volumes of a 
popular fairly priced work, whether of 
history, travel, essays, memoirs, or of 
the higher fiction, he never counts 
upon Dublin's consuming- more than 
five copies. When the book becomes 
the "rage," or chances to deal with an 
Irish subject, this may double itself, 
or even in rare cases mount up to twen- 
ty copies.
